Ports Act, 1908 fAct 15 of 1908) the Central Government hereby directs that with effect from the day following the 
expiration of sixty days from the date of publication of the Notification in the Official Gazette, the following amendment shall 
be made in the Notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Surface Transport No. G.S.R. 789 (E), dated 
6-7-1988 relating to the levy of Port Dues at the Port of Visakhapatnam, namely Chapter-II “Schedule of Port Dues*’*

NOTE : l. If a vessel stays beyond six days after completion of loading/unioading, the said stayal of the vessel shall he treated 
as entry and port dues be collected. 

2. The charges shall be calculated on the net registered tonnage, fraction of half a ton and more being counted as one 
and less than half a tonne neglected, 

3. Vessels arriving in the rest of the harbour to discharge or load cargo upto a maximum of 1500 tonnes shall be charged 
Port Dues at the rate of US S 0.221 per tonne. They arc in case they are on foreign run and at the rate of Rs. 3 10 
per tonne in case of coastal run instead of the rates specified in the Schedule. 

4. Vessels entering in ballast and carrying passengers shall be charged at 3/4 of the rates otherwise applicable. 

5. Vessels entering the Port but not discharging or taking in any cargo or passengers therein (with the exception of 
such unshipmont and reshipment as may be necessary for purpose of repair) shall pay half of Port Dues. 

6. Deck cargo will be exempted from assessment of Port and Pilotage dues in respect of Coastal Steamers, while it 
will be included for the purpose of assessment when and if cargo is carried on deck in respect of foreign steamers. 

7. Vessels belonging to other Ports shall be exempted from payment of Port dues. 

8. Vesi'ls entering rest of the harbour after having paid the Port Dues at the Outer Harbour shall be exempted fn ni 
the liability to pay Port Dues, if the vessel enter test of the harbour in the same cull.

G.S.R. 333 (E):—Tn exercise of the lowers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 35 of the Indian Ports Act, 1908 (15 
of 1908) and in supersession of all the previous notifications relating to the Visakhapatnam Port Pilotage and other services (Fees) 
Order, 1988, issued from time to time, the Central Government hereby makes the following order for regulating the levy of fees 
for Pilotage and Other services for the Port of Visakhapatnam, as under : 

1< Short Title and Commencement : 

(1) This order may be called the Port of Vmkhapatnam Pilotage and Other Services (Fees) Order, 1992, 

(2) Jt shall come into force at once. 

2, Definitions : 

(a) Outer Harbour means the portion of Visakhapatnam Port limits as shown in Annexure—I of Visakhapatnam Port 
Trust Scale of Rates (1985 Edition). 

(b) Schedule means schedule to this Order. 

(c) ‘Coasting Vessel’ means a vessel engaged in the carriage, by sea, of passengers or goods from any Port or Place in 
India to any other Port or Place in India. 

(d) ‘Foreign Vessel’ means u vessel employed in trading between any Port or Place in India and other Port or Place/or 
between Ports or Places outside India. 

3. Fees for Pilotage etc. ; 

Fees for Pilotage mentioned in the Schedule is inclusive of towage, mooring, unmooring charges and charges for the 
first shifting for each entry,

5. Cancellation Charges : 


(a) For Foreign Vessels : 

A cancellation charges of US S, 714/- in respect of vessels handling cargo of 1500 tonnes and less and US 5, 857/- 
in respect of vessels handling cargo above 1500 tonnes is leviable for each cancellation of a movement of a vessel 
schedule to shift or sail or enter the Port in addition to the detention charges, if any. 

(b) For Coastal Vessels : 

A cancellation charges of Rs. 15,000/- in respect ol’ vessels handling cargo of 1500 tonnes and less and Rs. 18,000/- in 
respect of vessels handling cargo above 1500 tonnes is leviable for each cancellation of a movement of a vessel schedule 
to shift or sail or enter the Port in addition to the detention charges, if any. 

6. Fees for Carriage of Pilot : 

(a) For Foreign Vessels : 

Tf an outward bound vessel carries away a pilot to sea, a compensation of US S, 19/~ per day in respect ol a vessel handling 
cargo of 1500 tonnes or less and US S, 22.40 per day in respect of vessels handling cargo above 1500 tonnes shall be 
payable for pilots of all ranks and in addition to this compensation, the Master of the vessels shall be liable to bear 
the expenses of the pilot and the cost of sending him back to this Port. 

(b) For Coastal Vessels : 

[f an outward bound vessel carries a way a pilot to sea. a compensation of Rs. 400/- per day in respect of a vessel handling 
cargo of 1500 tonnes or less and Rs. 170/- per day in respect of vcss.-ls handling cargo above J500 tonnes shall be 
payable for pilots of all ranks and in addition to this compensation, the Master of the vessels shall be liable to bear 
the expenses of the pilot and the cost of sending him back to this Port. 
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
